NOTE: The proposed new claims are drawn to an array of probes wherein the array comprises probes that consist of 
each of SEQ ID NO: 1-699,466. The proposed new claims are narrower in scope than the previously presented pending claims that 
require an array in which each probe consists essentially of SEQ ID NO: 1-699,466, which means the probes comprise (and thus contain 
any amount of any additional sequence) the required sequences. Because of the change in the scope of the claims, the proposed new 
claims would require further consideration of the prior art for consideration of the obviousness of the claimed array, such as the prior art of 
Chee et al (1995) (WO 95/1 1995) which teaches the analysis of an entire sequence at 1-nuceltide resolution using an array of tiled 
oligonucleotide sequences.
